Excessive Charge for Lights. 


Editor Constitution: I wish to join 
the protest of Dr. A. H. Van Dyke 
against the excessive and arbitrary col- 
lections taken up every month by the 
electricity-gas corporation monopoly,.. 
Atlahta. Si BERLE . 

In my residence the bills began two 
years ago at $3.50 and held thereabouts 
for ten menths and then began to creep 
up till for January, 1906, the bill ren- 
dered was $7.50. 

On the Ist of February a fuse blew 
ut and half the lights went dead for 
two weeks. I said nothing, but deter- 
mined to test the matter. On about 
February 15 the other fuse went out of 
business and for a week no electric light 
operated in the house. But the bill ren- 
dered today requesis me to pay $4.30 
for electricity for February. I notified 
the company on February 16 that I 
would not expect as Inrge a bill as the 
former month. The main point is not 
$3 or $4 we pay each month in excess 
of the fair and just charge, but the help- 
lessness of the citizen in the hands of 
a corporation to which has been given 
the public utilities of the city. 

The trouble we are told is- with the 
meters—and new meters are being put in 
—but the fact remains that for the old, 
bad meters—and if not bad why change 
them?-—the corporation has collected out 
of Atlanta thousands of dollars which 
did not ‘belong to it, and does not propose 
to disgorge for the city or for charity.

Rate Injunction Case Comes

tion in the United States circuit court 
growing out of circulars 316, 317 and 
318, issued by the commission for the 
purpose of reducing the local freight 
rates in Georgia on the Central, South- 
ern and Atlantic Coast Line about.

As is well known. the railroads named 
have temporarily restrained the enforce- 
ment of the reduced rates made in these 
Circulars and are seeking a permanent 
infunction on the ground that the rates 
made are unreasonabie and unjust and 
amount to a practical confiscation of 
their property. Judge Hart discussed 
these circulars and matters relating to 
them with the . commission for some 
n0urs today. 

These injunction suits are set for a 
hearing before Judge Don A. Pardée here 
today, but Attorney General Hart will 
ask for a continuance on account of the 
absence from the city of Attorney W. 
A. Wimoish, representing the Atlanta 
freight bureau, who will be associated 
with Judge Hart in fighting these caseg 
on behalf of the state and the railroad 
commission. It is understood that a de- 
termined fight is going to be made on 
both sides of these cases, and as im- 
portant principles are involved the out- 
come will be awaited with no small in- 
terest.

Letter Took Long Trip. 

Lieutenant L. S. D; Rucker, of the Six- 
teenth United. States infantry, who has 
been On duty with the Georgia state 
troops for the last year or moré, receiyed 
a letter yesterday written him from Sa- 
vannah, Ga. on August 26, 1906, and 
which has been twice to the Philippine 
islands. : 

Just how the letter was sent to Manila 
is somewhat of a mystery, as there was 
no trouble about the address. The letter 
was written by J. J. Gaudry, of Savan- 
nah, quartermaster of the First regiment 
infantry, and related to some returns of 
property issued to that regiment.

At any rate, it went 
direct to Manila, as is shown by the post- 
marks, then came back to San Francisco, 
from where it was again forwarded to 
Manila, because that is where the Six- 
teenth infantry is stationed, and then it 
was returned to San Francisco, thence 
to Atlanta, where it. wags received yester- 
day. In the meantime, there has been 
considerable correspondence betwen Lieu- 
tenant Rucker and Captain Gaudry over 
the subject matter of its contents, and 
as it was found to be lost efforts were 
made to trace it.

IN FEBRUARY. 


There Were Eighty - Nine| 


Calls During the 
Month, 


All fire records of the city of Atlanta 
were broken during the month of Febru-
